Other schools want- 
ed to pin something on Compton so 
they charged that Ed Dunbar, bas- 
ketball player, played in a YMCA 
league in San Pedro under an as- 
sumed name. This was proved to be 
a false accusation but in the in- 
vestigations it was discovered that 
“Hank” Lyman, regular basketball

T. E. Stephenson 
Expresses Opinions 


Material gathered by research 
workers of the local S. E. R. A. 
will be presented at various meet- 
ings throughout the year before 
members of the Orange County 
Historical Society, It was revealed 
here today by T. E. Stefenson, 
newly-elected president of the or- 
ganization. 

Mr. Stephenson is well known 
as an authority on Orange County 
History, and is the author of two 
books dealing with this subject, 
“Caminos Viejos” and “Shadows 
of Old Saddleback.” 

The new president has proposed 
a full program for his term of of- 
fice. He hopes to. have about twice 
as many papers prepared and read 
by members of the society and out- 
siders as have been presented in 
previous years. 

“IT feel that our field should be 
largely confined to Orange 
County,’”? Mr. Stephenson said. 

Among the subjects that the so- 
ciety will have up for investiga- 
tion are incidents of the. boom- 
time in the 80’s and :papers tell- 


ing of the location and description | , 


of adobe houses built approximate- 
ly 100 years ago. Most of the in- 
vestigation will be centered around 
the time when cattling was the 
principal industry carried on in 
this section of California. 

Stephenson believes that val- 
uable information can be obtained 
from interviewing old pioneers of 
the county. 

“Each year the old-timers are 
rapidly passing and their remis- 
censes should be recorded. History 
does not necessarily consist of 
battles and big events, it also in- 
cludes stories of every-day life 
and of every-day people,” he 
stated. 

Another feature to be carried 
out will be the developing of 
the thumb nail sketches voluntarily 
told by society members. 

“Hitherto, most of the members 
have listened and have not taken 
part in the gathering together of 
information for the preservation 
of records. I believe that every 
person interested could disclose 
some brief historical instance. 
And it is through this source that 
I hope to enlarge upon the present 
records,’ Mr. Stephenson contin- 
ued. 

Through an increase of mem- 
bership, Mr. Stephenson hopes to 
finance publication of a third vol- 
ume of the Orange county histor- 
ical service. The bindings include 
the best of the papers that have 
been presented during the active 
years of the society.
